How conies it that the Democrats 
disburse so much more money than 
was required in Republican times, even 
in th** great building year of iyo8 ?

than $30,000 in excess of the record 
made in 1908. 
The increased cost of

A comprehensive view of the initia­ 
tive. referendum and recall, advocat­ 
ed bv the Progressive party, :s given 
by Elmer Bassett vn the Shelbyville 
News, in which he says: 
Let ue see how the initiative, refer­ 
endum and recall of judicial decisions, 
when coupled together, will operate. 
By the initiative it 
is proposed to 
provide that when a certain per cent, 
or number of the citizens of the State 
shall petition the Legislature to pass 
a certain bill, the legislature shall 
pass the bill as petitioned for. 
Then 
the bill shall be n^erred to the peo­ 
ple at the next general election for 
ratification. 
If the voters vote to rat 
ify the bill, the same shall become a 
law. 
Now suppose that A shall sue P>. 
and the suit shall involve a matter 
and lie in reference to a matter with 
which tin said law shall have to do 
and to deal: that the controversv shall 
be decided under this law. 
Suppose 
A shall contend that the said law is 
unconstitutional, that it is contrary 
to the provisions of our written con­ 
stitution, and that the court trying the 
cause and the Supreme Court shall 
Po hold the law to be unconstitu­ 
tional. 
Suppose 15 is a party of means and 
influence, say the steel trust, harves­ 
ter trust, oil trust or some other, that 
he prepares and circulates a petition 
for an election to recall ttie decision 
of the court as aforesaid; that he gets 
on said petition the required number 
of petitioners and presents said peti- 
tion to the proper authority and an 
election is called.
